PUbrows bouse Tuesday night that 
the most lmpoitant thing before the 
offlclala of this towo was " to teduoe 
the tax rate." Mr. Fisher shows that 
he has a keen appreciation of the 
situation, and a* head of the next 
administration will undoubtedly do his 
abate personally towards meeting the 
popular demand for a lower tax rate. 
The people are looking anxiously to the 
Council to keep public expenditures 
down, and to enforce all legitimate 
means of Increasing the public revenue 
otherwise than by direct taxation. The 
tax aseessore ate expected to make 
diligent search for taxable property, and 
the tax collector Is expected to enforce 
the law to lls fullest extent In compel¬ 
ling tbs payment of taxes. 

In Newark the personal property of 
delinquents Is seized and sold, and In 
some cases delinquents are put In 
prtaou. Newark methods have of lata 
been highly commeoded by many cltl- 
seus of this town who would no doubt 
approve of their adoption by the local 
taxing department. 

The high tax rate has been s fruitful 
cause of popular discontent, and made 
many converts for annexation. It Is 
also demonstrated that our so-called 
highly moral license law was no Induce- 
ment with many people towards 
preserving independence. The cry w 
anything for lower taxee, and now la 
the time, for the Town Council, the 
Board of Education and the Board of 
Health to join bands in a united effort 
to meet the popular demand.

Rev. Or. C. 6. Woodruff at Park M. E. 
Church, Sunday night, in a brief prelude 
spoke of bis attitude toward tbe annex 
stlon movement, and said that all bis 
recent statements lo bis pulpit bad refer¬ 
ence to principles, not to persons. Ue 
had not Indulged In anything personal, 
and while there were those who differed 
With him he bad not spoken a disparaging 
word concerning them, and no one who 
beard him would infer anything of tbe 
kind, be thought. The gentlemen who 
favored annexation were prominent ottl- 
sens, many of them life-long residents, 
•ad no improper motive oould be attrlbu- 
tad to them. 

“While I alluded to tbs common ru¬ 
mors," said be, “that money and Influ¬ 
ence bad come from outside of Bio <n- 
fleld lo secure votes for annexation, yet 
there waa no Intimation that tbla Im¬ 
proper influence was In any way con¬ 
nected with our citizens who favored the 
movement. If such Influence came 
from outside It came direct from tha 
parties so Interested, sod was adminis¬ 
tered by them. I do not want any Im 
proper Inference to be made as to tbe 
good repute of our own citizens, but I 
did want It to be understood that men 
from outside who bad ulterior motives 
ware supposed to be working for their 
own ends la tbs cause of anoexatloo, 
sad that our town would be morally In¬ 
jured by being aonexed to such parties.

Dr. WHta of Trenton Baa opened s free 
dupenaaty In that city for oooaumptlve*. 
Rrv Vincent Beroflnl, a Trenton clergy- 
uiwO. wrote s letter to tbe Tree loo Times 
commending Dr. Witte’s establishment 
and treatment, and related the following 
Instance of s our* effected by tbe doc¬ 
tor. sod which Is vouebsd for by Mrs. J.

A cltcuiar letter to be sent out by tbe 
State Board of Taxation to Tax Asses¬ 
sors throughout the Slate contains In¬ 
structions In regard to tbe tax laws. 
Tbe assessors are to make a full valua¬ 
tion of real aud personal property, which 
Is to be assessed st Its true value and 
not by any rule of percentages Tbe 
rule is to bs adhered to under all cir¬ 
cumstances. Neglect so to do con¬ 
stitutes misconduct In office and “wilful 
malfeasance or misfeasance.’• Tbe as¬ 
sessors *re specially Instructed to look 
after personal property and ascertain by 

diligent loqulry and tbe oath of per¬ 
sons assessed ard others’’ tbe true

value of their pereooalty. Presumably 
tbe Htat* Board of Taxation baa been 
Impelled to lesue theee Instruction# bj 
the present agitation of the question of 
railroad taxation. Railroad representa¬ 
tives have retorted upon Individual tax¬ 
payers that an average of only about 15 
per cent, of their personal estate was 
aaaeased for tax, and that consequently 
they had no right to complain about tbe 
railroads.
